Please  mark  these  dates  on  your  calendar.  We  would  particularly  like  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  opening  of  the  photographic  exhibition  of 
African  art  and  the  program  of  Dickens'  Christmas  Carol.  The  latter  will 
feature  Professor  Robert  L.  Patten,  who  will  discuss  the  origins  of  Charles 
Dickens'  classis,  A  Christmas  Carol,  and  read  a  portion  of  Stave  Three.  The 
reading  will  be  followed  by  refreshments,  including  a  punch  made  from 
Dickens'  own  recipe. 

Hopefully,  this  issue  of  The  Flyleaf  wiW  reach  you  before  the  opening  of 
the  photographic  exhibit,  African  Art  as  Philosophy,  at  the  Rice  Museum 
on  Tuesday,  October  8.  That  evening  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Media  Center, 
Professor  Douglas  Phaser,  Professor  of  Art  History  and  Archaeology  at 
Columbia  University,  will  lecture  on  African  Art  as  Philosophy.  Professor 
Fraser,  a  specialist  in  primitive  art,  received  his  B.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  at 
Columbia.  He  has  written  several  books  in  his  field  of  expertise,  including 
Primitive  Art,  and  I'lllage  Planning  in  the  Primitive  World,  and  with 
Herbert  Cole  has  edited  Africa?!  Art  a?id  Leadership. 

According  to  Professor  Fraser,  this  photographic  exhibit  "is  an  effort  to 
get  away  from  two  long-standing  traditions  of  examining  and  displaying 
African  art.  One  of  these  is  the  purely  aesthetic  display;  the  other  that  of 
analytic  anthropological  scrutiny."  Instead  of  developing  stereotypes  to 
"explain"  Africans'  artistic  qualities  or  culture,  Fraser  has  drawn  from  the 
writings  of  many  recent  European  theorists  and  philosophers,  especially 
the  non-Africanist  French  anthropologist  Claude  Levi-Strauss.  As  Fraser 
has  expressed  it,  "Levi  Strauss  has  become  the  chief  exponent  of  the  ap- 
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proach  known  as  structuralism,  a  method  now  being  explored  in  almost  all 
scholarly  fields.  Structuralism  concentrates  on  the  relationships  between 
elements  rather  than  on  the  elements  themselves,  in  the  patterns  formed  by 
the  parts  whatever  the  subject  of  investigation  may  be.  The  structuralist  ap- 
proach is  responsible  for  the  fundamental  character  of  African  art  as 
philosophy  in  which  the  importance  of  single  entities  is  minimized  while 
that  of  complementary  sets  is  stressed."  Not  surprisingly,  this  exhibition 
examines  African  philosophy  largely  in  terms  of  complementary  sets — 
male/female,  certainty/uncertainty,  positive/negative,  spiral/checker- 
board, to  mention  just  a  few. 

We  hope  you  will  be  able  to  hear  Professor  Fraser's  lecture  in  which  he 
will  elaborate  more  fully  and  precisely  on  the  purposes  of  this 
photographic  exhibition.  Immediately  following  Professor  Fraser's  talk,  a 
reception  sponsored  by  the  Friends  will  be  held  next  door  in  the  Rice 
Museum  where  the  exhibition  is  located.  If  you  miss  the  opening,  the  ex- 
hibit will  be  on  display  until  January.  On  the  following  pages,  made 
available  to  The  Flyleaf  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Institute  for  the  Arts  at 
Rice  University,  are  a  few  selections  from  the  many  striking  photographs 
in  the  exhibit.

ALAN  DUGALD  MCKILLOP,  1892-1974 

During  the  summer  of  1972,  Dr.  McKillop  and  I  were  reading  the  in- 
stallments of  Mary  Hyde's  wonderful  account  of  "The  Impossible 
Friendship,"  which  reconstructs,  often  from  unpublished  sources,  the 
rivalry  between  Boswell  and  Mrs.  Thrale  for  the  attention,  the  confidences, 
and  later  the  biographical  materials  of  Samuel  Johnson.  Many  of  the 
letters  which  Mrs.  Hyde  quotes  come  from  the  magnificent  collection 
which  she  and  her  late  husband  have  assembled  in  the  library  of  their  New 
Jersey  home.  Four  Oaks  Farm.  The  article  therefore  had  manifold  interest 
for  Dr.  McKillop:  eighteenth-century  literature,  new  documents,  wonder- 
ful gossip,  further  revelations  about  absorbing  characters,  and  trenchant 
insight  into  the  makingof  the  greatest  of  all  literary  biographies,  Boswell's 
Life  of  Johnson. 

In  the  course  of  our  reading  on  the  afternoon  of  August  9  we  came  across 
these  sentences: 

[Johnson]  had  now  reached  the  sad  moment  when  age  and  infirmity 
mean  that  life  must  almost  stand  still.  At  this  point  a  man  can  com- 
plain or  accept,  or  even  with  spirit  he  can  talk  about  the  future — but 
no  matter  which  way  he  views  things,  his  activity  has  virtually  ceased, 
and  will  cease  altogether  if  much  exertion  is  demanded.' 

I  interrupted  to  ask  Dr.  McKillop  if  that  passage  struck  him  as  being  "out 
of  key"  with  the  rest  of  the  text,  which  was  usually  spare,  precise,  analytic. 
He  paused,  and  then  replied  slowly,  "Yes,  it  seems  to  go  farther  in  inter- 
pretation than  she  usually  does." 

"Just  my  impression.  I  felt  there  was  unwonted  emotion  in  the  observa- 
tion, and  wondered  if  she  was  thinking  of  her  own  [late]  husband." 

"I  can  testify  to  her  accuracy,"  McKillop  quietly  replied. 

At  the  end  of  the  afternoon,  he  remarked  again  on  the  quality  of  the  ar- 
ticles, which  he  was  evidently  relishing,  for  he  laughed  often,  especially  at 
Boswell's  blunders  and  Johnson's  obliter  dicta.  After  one  anecdote — 
Boswell's  gushing  letter  to  Mrs.  Thrale  apologizing  for  his  graceless 
behavior  after  her  husband's  death — I  paused  to  speculate  why  one  forgives 
Boswell  such  extraordinary  lapses.  Was  it  his  ingenuousness,  his  adoles- 
cent puppy  quality?  Dr.  McKillop  thought  for  a  moment,  and  then  he  said 
succinctly,  "He  was  such  good  company." 

Commenting  on  the  writing.  Dr.  McKillop  observed  that  it  was  all  put 
together  with  such  care,  so  efficiently  and  compactly,  and  that  it  distilled 
the  evidence  so  judiciously. 

"It  doesn't  read  like  the  usual  scholarly  article,  does  it?"  I  asked. 

"No.  It  has  an  unusual  style  of  its  own." 
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"At  first  I  thought  the  summaries  of  the  letters,  followed  by  the  texts 
themselves,  were  padding,  but  now  I  see  that  they  have  two  effects:  they 
heighten  our  awareness  of  the  significant  passages  (or  omissions),  and  they 
increase  our  confidence  in  the  careful  soundness  of  the  author's  inter- 
pretations." 

"In  most  articles,"  Dr.  McKillop  replied,  "the  author  merely  mentions 
that  So-and-so  was  invited  to  dinner.  Here,  we  have  the  actual  invitation.  It 
makes  a  great  difference  to  have  the  invitation  quoted  entire."  He  went  on 
musing,  "She  knows  just  what  to  leave  out  and  put  in.  I  would  like  to  hear 
Jim  Clifford^  on  this  article."

That  afternoon  represents  for  me  all  that  was  characteristic  and  ad- 
mirable about  Alan  McKillop:  his  unfailing  interest  in  people  and 
literature  and  scholarship,  his  sensitivity,  his  sense  of  humor,  his  unerring 
good  taste,  his  quiet  authority,  his  delight  in  accuracy  and  documentation, 
and  his  extraordinary  ability  to  say  much  in  few  words.  "He  was  such  good 
company"  epitomizes  Boswell  as  well  as  anything  I  have  ever  read  on  the 
subject. 

But  those  moments  stand  for  me  in  another  relationship  as  well.  Oc- 
casionally it  would  be  said  that  I  was  being  kind  in  going  to  read  on  Friday 
afternoons  to  an  ill  and  nearly  sightless  old  man.  That  always  seemed  so 
wide  of  the  mark,  for  I  felt  grateful  that  anyone  with  his  knowledge  of  and 
care  for  literature  could  bear  with  my  ignorance,  frightful  mispronuncia- 
tion (especially  of  Latin  words),  and  stumbling  reading.  The  debt  always 
seemed  to  me  to  fall  on  my  side  of  the  ledger,  the  credit  on  Dr.  McKillop's 
for  taking  on  one  more  eager  but  untrained  pupil.  And  I  went  for  another 
reason,  too,  one  that  his  many  friends  could  also  claim.  I  went  because  he, 
too,  "was  such  good  company."

THE  MASTERSON  FAMILY  PAPERS

The  Masterson  Family  Papers  came  to  Rice  as  part  of  a  large  gift  of  Tex- 
ana  books  and  papers  from  Harris  Masterson  III.  According  to  Mr.  Master- 
son,  the  papers  were  literally  shovelled  into  boxes  from  the  attic  of  his 


grandfather's  house  for  the  transfer  to  Rice.  Understandably,  the  papers 
deal  largely  with  the  law  and  business  career  of  Judge  Harris  Masterson 
and  his  son  Neill  who  took  over  management  of  the  estate.  Included  also, 
however,  is  a  sizeable  amount  of  correspondence  to  and  from  his  oldest  son, 
Harris  Masterson,  Jr.,  an  Episcopal  clergyman  and  missionary  to  China. 
As  the  papers  are  in  the  process  of  being  arranged  and  described,  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  be  specific  about  the  kinds  of  material  that  can  be  found  in  the  one 
hundred  and  ten  shelf  feet  of  manuscripts.  But  from  the  relatively  small 
amount  of  work  already  done,  it  can  be  ascertained  that  Judge  Masterson's 
papers  relate  almost  exclusively  to  his  legal  practice  and  real  estate  dealings 
after  he  moved  from  Brazoria  County,  Texas,  to  Houston. 

Judge  Masterson,  the  youngest  son  of  Thomas  Gilbert  and  Christina 
Masterson,  was  born  in  Brazoria  County  on  30  June  1856.  His  father,  a 
lawyer,  judge,  and  large  landowner  in  Brazoria  County,  migrated  to  Texas 
from  Nashville,  Tennessee.  His  mother  also  studied  law  and  came  from 
Tennessee  where  her  grandfather  had  been  a  prominent  judge  and  gover- 
nor. Perhaps  she  learned  her  law  from  him  because  Harris  and  all  five  of  his 
brothers  received  their  legal  education  from  her.  Of  the  six,  four  entered 
into  active  legal  practice,  and  all  of  them  served  as  judges  at  one  time  dur- 
ing their  careers. 

Harris  Masterson  began  his  legal  career  in  Brazoria  County.  Although 
not  much  is  known  about  Masterson's  early  career  in  Brazoria  or  his  terms 
as  judge,  from  papers  and  correspondence  in  the  collection  it  seems  that  he 
became  involved  in  land  litigation  early  in  his  career.  This  emphasis  began 
with  his  interests  in  his  father's  large  holdings  in  Brazoria  County.  In  June 
1880,  Harris  Masterson  married  Sallie  Stewart  Turner,  by  whom  he  had 
five  children,  of  whom  only  three  lived  beyond  infancy.  A  short  time  after 
his  wife's  death  in  January  of  1894,  the  Judge  moved  his  legal  practice  to 
Houston. 

From  the  voluminous  correspondence  and  overwhelming  number  of 
deeds  contained  in  the  papers,  it  appears  that  Masterson  dealt  largely  with 
land  litigation  and  investments  in  Harris  and  surrounding  counties,  in- 
cluding Brazoria,  Fort  Bend,  Galveston,  Hardin,  and  Jefferson  Counties. 
His  land  interests  extended  into  several  East  Texas  and  Louisiana  lumber 
companies.  Since  he  owned  so  much  coastal  land,  Spindletop  and  the  dis- 
covery of  oil  opened  a  new  field  of  business  for  Masterson.  He  joined  with 
other  prominent  landowners  in  the  coastal  area  to  form  small  oil  com- 
panies for  drilling.  He  also  made  a  great  deal  of  money  by  leasing  out  his 
land  for  drilling.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Hogg-Swayne  syndicate  par- 
ticipating in  and  contributing  to  their  numerous  drilling  operations,  as 
well  as  independently  drilling  with  Frank  Andrews  and  Joseph  S. 
Cullinan.  Most  of  the  oil  drilled  on  Masterson's  land  was  sold  to  the  Gulf 
Oil  Sc  Pipeline  Company,  the  Sun  Pipeline  Company,  and  other  large  oil 
companies. 

Masterson  set  up  several  land  development  corporations  with  his  brother 
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A.  R.  Masterson  and  son  Neill.  Two  of  these  were  the  Texas  Town  Lot  & 
Improvement  Company  and  the  Houston  Town  Lot  &  Improvement  Com- 
pany. Although  these  companies  on  occasion  contracted  to  build  houses  on 
the  land  they  sold,  their  primary  function  was  to  buy  large  tracts  of  land 
and  break  them  into  smaller  lots.  Much  of  this  land  was  sold  to  what  would 
today  be  called  the  middle  and  lower  middle  class  people  of  Houston. 
These  sales  then  were  usually  financed  by  Harris  Masterson  so  that  in  case 
of  default,  the  land  reverted  back  to  the  Mastersons.  Through  one  of  these 
companies  Masterson  apparently  acquired  some  land  which  the  owners 
had  been  unwilling  to  sell  to  the  newly  founded  Rice  Institute. 

Masterson  also  speculated  in  land  in  Cameron  County  and  other  parts  of 
the  Rio  Grande  Valley  which  could  become  extremely  productive  if 
properly  irrigated.  Not  coincidentally,  he  also  bought  stock  in  various 
irrigation  companies.  Among  these  were  the  Harlingen  Land  &  Water 
Company  and  the  La  Ferria  Land  &  Water  Company.  Although  these  com- 
panies were  badly  mismanaged  by  the  local  operators  and  eventually  went 
bankrupt,  they  seemed  to  have  opened  up  the  speculation  and  search  for 
water  to  make  this  area  so  productive.  Other  investments  for  which  there 
are  records  in  the  papers  include  coal  mines  in  West  Texas,  local  railroads, 
sugar  crops,  cattle,  and  ranching. 

Judge  Masterson  was  a  shrewd,  crusty  man  who  knew  exactly  what  he 
stood  to  gain  in  any  deal.  Although  he  was  an  enormously  secretive  man, 
he  apparently  had  much  of  his  wealth  at  any  one  time  tied  up  in  his  many 
and  diverse  investments.  He  employed  the  services  of  a  secretary  as  well  as 
his  son  Neill  and  son-in-law  Elliott  Cage  to  help  him  look  after  and  protect 
his  investments.  He  seems  to  have  been  fairly  lenient  to  debtors  who 
sincerely  tried  to  meet  deadlines  and  make  their  payments,  but  was  ruthless 
to  debtors  who  chronically  overlooked  due  dates  and  tried  to  take  advan- 
tage of  or  embarrass  him.  He  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  court  protecting 
his  interests. 

Business  cycles  and  the  flavor  of  land  and  oil  deals  of  the  day  are 
presented  very  well  in  the  correspondence.  Among  Judge  Masterson's  cor- 
respondents were  the  leaders  of  business  and  politics  of  the  day. 

Masterson's  son  Neill  continued  to  look  after  the  investments  and 
business  of  the  Judge  after  his  death.  All  of  the  papers  dated  after  Master- 
son's  death  in  July,  1900,  actually  belong  to  the  files  of  Neill.  His  files  con- 
tinue through  the  thirties. 

The  Masterson  family  was  particularly  close,  and  Judge  Masterson  ap- 
parently felt  some  responsibility  for  helping  his  many  nephews  as  well  as 
his  own  sons  get  started  in  careers.  Apparently  he  employed  several  of  his 
not  so  prosperous  nephews  in  his  many  businesses.  Family  correspondence 
reveals  this  aspect  of  his  nature  as  well  as  his  willingness  to  help  people 
who  worked  for  him. 
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The  correspondence  of  Rev.  Harris  Masterson,  Jr.  covers  all  aspects  of  his 
career.  There  is  correspondence  with  prominent  members  of  the  Episcopal 
clergy  throughout  the  United  States  and  letters  from  his  time  spent  in 
China  as  a  missionary  for  the  Y.M.C.A.  Also  preserved  in  the  papers  is  cor- 
respondence regarding  his  work  with  the  Army  Y.M.C.A.  during  World 
War  I  and  his  rectorship  of  churches  in  Houston  and  Austin.  These  letters 
tend  to  reflect  the  problems  and  movements  within  the  Episcopal  Church. 
The  letters  from  China  provide  partial  insights  into  the  Civil  War  and 
Revolution  prior  to  World  War  I  in  China  since  Masterson  was  there  at  that 
time. 


A  LITERARY  TOUR  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

(On  September  15,  the  Friends  of  the  Fondren  Library  had  the  pleasure  of 
the  company  of  George  G.  Williams,  Professor-Emeritus  of  English  at 
Rice,  who  gave  his  slide  presentation  of  his  literary  tours  of  Great  Britain. 
What  follows  is  the  introduction  of  Robert  L.  Patten,  Associate  Professor  of 
English  at  Rice,  George  Williams'  response,  and  a  few  photographic 
reproductions  of  samples  from  Professor  Williams'  collection  of  slides 
along  with  his  eloquent  commentary.) 

Professor  Patten:  Since  I  came  to  Rice  only  after  our  speaker  had  fin- 
ished his  long  and  successful  career  as  a  professor  here,  when  asked  to  in- 
troduce him  this  afternoon  I  was  uncomfortably  hazy  about  the  facts  of  his 
biography.  Who's  Who  clarified  certain  things:  that  George  Williams  was 
born,  that  he  got  educated  and  married  (not  necessarily  connected),  that  he 
had  children,  and  that  he  taught,  wrote,  and  watched  birds.  It  all  seemed  a 
trifle  thin,  and  I  kept  remembering  W.  H.  Auden's  poem.  Who's  Who, 
about,  I  hasten  to  add,  a  very  different  kind  of  man: 

A  shilling  life  will  give  you  all  the  facts: 

How  Father  beat  him,  how  he  ran  away, 

What  were  the  struggles  of  his  youth,  what  acts 

Made  him  the  greatest  figure  of  his  day: 

Of  how  he  fought,  fished,  hunted,  worked  all  night. 

Though  giddy,  climbed  new  mountains;  named  a  sea: 

Some  of  the  last  researchers  even  write 

Love  made  him  weep  his  pints  like  you  and  me. 

With  all  his  honours  on,  he  sighed  for  one 

Who,  say  astonished  critics,  lived  at  home; 

Did  little  jobs  about  the  house  with  skill 

And  nothing  else;  could  whistle;  would  sit  still  ^     ^ 

Or  potter  round  the  garden;  answered  some  \ 

Of  his  long  rharvellous  letters  but  kept  none.  j 

Coming  as  a  last  researcher  to  the  subject  of  George  Williams,  I  am  will- 
ing to  venture  even  without  positive  evidence  that  'Love  made  him  weep 
his  pints  like  you  and  me."  but  I  suspect  anyone  to  whom  he  addressed  one 
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of  his  long  marvellous  letters  answered. 

But  what  about  our  "greatest  figureof  his  day"?  By  any  measure,  George 
rates.  He  has  probably  taught  more  people  who  became  successful  writers 
than  anyone  else  in  Texas.  Four  of  his  former  students  have  received  awards 
from  the  Texas  Institute  of  Letters  for  Best  Book  of  the  Year.  So  has  he,  for 
The  Blind  Bull,  a  1952  novel  that  went  into  paperback  and  sold  a  quarter  of 
a  million  copies.  Once  when  George  was  in  Corpus  Christi,  he  noted  that 
the  three  chief  movie  houses  were  running  pictures  by  three  of  his 
students:  David  Westheimer's  "Von  Ryan's  Express,"  Larry  McMur try's 
"Hud,"  and  J.  P.  Millers's  "Days  of  Wine  and  Roses."  And  his  influence 
doesn't  stop  at  Corpus  cinemas.  His  text  Creative  Writing,  adopted  by 
several  hundred  institutions  of  higher  education,  established  some  kind  of 
record  by  staying  in  print  for  37  years.

When  he  wanted  to  be,  George  could  be  as  scholarly  as  the  rest.  Duke 
published  A  New  View  of  Chaucer,  and  just  last  year  Batsford  came  out 
with  A  Guide  to  Literary  London.  George  even  possessed  a  sufficient 
balance  of  vitriol  and  sugar  to  write  Some  of  My  Best  Friends  are  Professors, 
proving  that  he  is  a  forgiving  and  forgetting  man.  He  also  proved  that  he 
had  more  charity  than  his  academic  reviewers,  who  deplored  the  book,  and 
at  least  as  much  as  his  non-academic  readers,  who  loved  it. 


I  don't  know  if  George  fought — he  probably  did — or  fished  or  hunted,  or 
worked  all  night,  or  though  giddy,  climbed  new  mountains;  I'm  pretty  sure 
all  the  seas  were  already  named.  But  I  do  know  he  watched  birds,  probably 
all  night,  probably  until  he  was  giddy  and  saw  sand  dunes  as  new  moun- 
tains. Distinguished  ornithologist,  he  has  published  many  scientific  ar- 
ticles, given  a  series  of  lectures  at  UCLA  later  collected  into  a  book,  edited 
for  fifteen  years  a  local  journal  on  Texas  bird-life,  and  contributed  for  ten 
years  a  bi-monthly  column  to  the  government  sponsored  journal  American 
Birds.  "Birds"  is  British  slang  for  "girls":  and  though  George  is  going  to 
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take  us  on  a  Literary  Tour  of  Britain,  I  want  to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that 
tfie  birds  fie  watches  have  wings  and  fly — well,  mostly. 

What  else?  With  all  his  honors  on,  what  does  George  sigh  for?  He  told  us, 
once,  in  the  1966  edition  of  Contemporary  Authors:  "I  am  convinced,"  he 
said  there,  "in  view  of  the  wars  and  other  world  upheavals  of  my  lifetime, 
that  the  only  star  worth  following  is  compassion — for  men  and  beasts." 

To  such  an  experienced,  capable,  and  benevolent  guide  we  now  consign 
ourselves  for  a  Literary  Tour  of  Britain.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  turn 
Friends  and  guests  over  to  Professor  George  Williams,  and  it  gives  me 
equal  pleasure  to  turn  Professor  Williams  over  to  the  assembled  Friends 
and  guests. 

Professor  Williams:  Goodness,  you  know  if  I  could  live  up  to  half  of  that 
I  certainly  would  be  happy.  You  know  I  told  Bob  when  he  was  asking  me 
beforehand  what  he  might  say,  asking  me  about  myself,  I  told  him  he  could 
say  that  I  knew  that  it  would  be  all  right  because  I  had  never  heard  of  his  do- 
ing anything  badly,  but  I  had  no  idea  he  could  do  introductions  so  well  as 
that.  Goodness  gracious,  having  to  live  up  to  that  kind  of  introduction  puts 
a  terrible  burden  on  me.  It  was  a  very  handsome  introduction  and  I  thank 
you  very  much.  I  wish  I  deserved  it.  By  the  way,  you  said  that  marriage  and 
education  don't  necessarily  have  anything  to  do  with  one  another — they 
do.  You  get  educated  very  much  when  you're  married. 

In  1966  my  wife  and  I  got  a  little  Volkswagen  in  London  and  started  on  a 
literary  tour  of  Britain.  We  toured  for  three  months.  The  idea  was  really  to 
see  Britain  and  to  use  the  literary  sights  as  kind  of  objectives  to  make  the 
tours  more  meaningful.  Then  two  years  later  my  wife  and  I  and  our 
younger  son  took  a  five-month  tour  in  another  Volkswagen  of  Britain  and 
we  took  so  many  pictures  in  London  and  out  of  London — we  were  trite 
enough  to  go  all  the  way  from  Lands  End  to  John  O'Groats — from  the 
southwestern  tip  of  England  to  the  northwestern  tip  of  England,  and  I  took 
so  many  hundreds  if  not  thousands  of  pictures  that  I  couldn't  possibly 
show  them  all.  I  had  some  little  hesitancy  in  my  mind  as  to  which  par- 
ticular group  of  pictures  I  should  show.  I  thought  about  London  but  a 
good  many  of  you  were  in  London  last  year  and  saw  some  of  the  things  that 
I  would  have  shown  pictures  of  here.  I  thought,  too,  of  proceeding  in  a 
chronological  way,  but  I  rejected  that  because  we  wouldn't  do  more  than  a 
couple  of  hundred  years  before  we'd  have  to  quit  talking  here — our  time 
would  be  up.  So  I  decided  I  would  just  do  a  little  tour  of  eastern  England 
starting  with  Canterbury  and  ending  in  southern  Scotland. 
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Professor  Williams  talking  to  the  Friendsabouthisliterary  tours  of  Great  Britain. 


Tfie  ruins  of  Kenilworth  Castle.  Founded  in  the  12th  century,  it  was  bought  and 
enlarged  in  the  14th  century  by  Chaucer's  patron  and  brother-in-law,  John  of 
Gaunt.  Queen  Elizabeth  gave  it  to  her  favorite,  the  Earl  of  Leicester;  and  her  visit 
here  was  the  occasion  of  an  elaborate  celebration  that  lasted  many  days.  Sir  Walter 
Scott  wrote  a  novel,  Kenilworth,  centered  about  the  castle. 
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The  only  house  remaining  in  Britain  where  the  poet  John  Mihon  is  known  to  have 
lived — at  Chalfont  St.  Giles,  about  25  miles  northeast  of  London.  Milton  came  here 
in  1665-1666  to  escape  the  plague  raging  in  London,  and  here  conceived  the  idea  of 
writing  "Paradise  Regained"  as  a  companion  poem  to  "Paradise  Lost."
